The  per  cent,  of  attendance  of  pupils  in  all  the  schools 
based  on  the  average  membership,  .84. 
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Your  Committee  the  past  year  in  the  selection  of  teachers 
have  endeavored  to  select  from  the  many  applicants,  those 
who  by  their  recommendations,  experience,  and  personal  ap- 
pearance, seemed  to  them,  to  be  the  best  adapted  and  quali- 
fied to  meet  the  wants  of  our  schools.  Teachers  do  not  al- 
ways fully  meet  the  expectations  of  the  Committee.  We  are 
satisfied  that  some  of  the  teachers  have  been  very  faithful  and 
diligent  in  their  work  because  they  have  been  interested  in 
their  pupils,  so  that  at  the  examinations  of  their  schools  it  was 
evident  that  those  teachers  had  performed  their  duties  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  parents  and  committee.  Other  teachers 
have  not  been  as  successful,  due  in  part,  to  not  securing  and 
maintaining  good  order,  and  not  requiring  prompt  obedience, 
diligence  in  studies,  and  perfect  recitations  of  the  pupils. 

At  a  legal  town  meeting  held  April  8th,  1890,  it  was  voted 
to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1800  for  the  purpose  of  Niildiug 
a  school  house  in  the  vicinity  of  "Wenhamand  Hamilton  Sta- 
tion." The  committee  chosen  as  building  committee  selected 
a  site  on  a  lot  100x113  feet  on  Railroad  Avenue.  Other  lots 
could  have  been  purchased,  but  were  not  as  desirable,  with  the 
exception  of  one  that  may  be  nearer  the  centre  of  the  district, 
but  was  not  for  sale  to  be  used  for  school  house  purposes. 
The  contract  for  the  building  of  the  school  house,  including 
the  foundation,  was  given  to  Fred  A.  Nason  for  $1315,  the 
work  for  painting,  including  the  blinds,  to  George  C.  Ryerson 
for  $78.  The  carpentering  and  painting  were  both  performed 
in  a  thorough  and  workmanlike  manner.  There  is  needed  a 
little  grading  of  the  ground  around  the  school  house,  to  put 
it  in  a  suitable  condition  for  a  play-ground,  and  to  make  it 
more  attractive. 

The  new  school  house  affords  advantages  which  have  been 
needed  for  some  time  in  this  part  of  the  town.  One  is  in  hav- 
a  school  much  nearer  to  the  homes  of  the  children,  and  in  hav- 
ing the  attendance  of  the  children  in  town  (six  in  number) 
who  have  been  attending  school  in  Wenham.    There  is  needed 
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in  the  new  school  house  :  outline  maps,  a  map  of  the  United 
States,  and  a  large  dictionary,  also  a  large  dictionary  in  each 
of  the  other  school  houses,  as  those  that  have  been  there  for 
years  are  not  in  a  suitable  condition  for  use. 

The  national  flag  has  been  raised  the  past  year  at  four 
school  houses.  At  East  school  house  May  30th,  at  West 
school  house  June  17th,  at  South  school  house  May  13, 
at  North  school  house  December  11th.  At  all  of  the  flag 
raisings,  except  at  the  South  school  house  (now  Centre) 
the  children,  under  the  direction  of  the  teachers,  took  an  ac- 
tive part  in  singing  patriotic  hymns,  and  reciting  appropriate 
recitations,  making  the  exercises  very  interesting,  and  with- 
out doubt  creating  in  the  children  a  greater  love  for  the  fla<r

and  for  what  it  symbolizes.  The  exercises  by  the  children  of 
the  South  school  were  omitted  for  want  of  time.  We  hope 
that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  there  will  be  a  flag  rais- 
ing at  the  new  (South)  school  house.  Also  a  bell  purchased 
and  placed  in  the  belfry  by  the  town,  by  individuals,  or  by 
some  generous  person. 

Our  public  schools  are  among  the  important  safeguards  of 
our  liberties,  and  will  continue  to  be,  if  in  addition  to  giving 
the  pupils  a  good  common  school  education,  there  is  impressed 
by  the  teachers  on  the  minds  of  the  children  the  principles  of 
piety  and  justice,  a  sacred  regard  for' truth,  the  practice  of 
temperance,  and  love  for  their  country,  and  all  other  virtues 
that  are  needful  to  make  true  and  worthy  citizens. 
And  as  such  our  schools  should  be  protected,  cherished,  and 
have  the  co-operation  of  all  citizens.
